Catawba 
had  four  members  of  its  team  on  the  All-Conference 
squad,  Earl  Henry,  Bob  Linder,  Joe  Oxendine,  and  Bill 
Hunsucker.  Bill  "Goon"  Stanfield  received  national  recog- 
nition when  he  received  an  honorable  mention  for  an 
end  post  on  the  Little  All-America  team. 

STATE  THUMPS  REDSKINS 

In  Catawba's  opening  game  of  the  season,  the  N.  C.  State 
Wolfpack  pinned  a  34-0  whitewashing  on  them  and 
avenged  the  7-6  win  that  the  Wolfpack  barely  captured 
the  previous  year. 

Coach  Spangler's  boys,  nervous  and  excited  in  their 
first  game,  had  several  bad  breaks  and  the  State  club 
won  easily.  The  non-conference  game,  however,  did  give 
the  Indians  a  chance  to  see  where  their  wrinkles  were  and 
iron  them  out  for  their  next  games. 

BRAVES  TRIP  NEWBERRY 

The  passing  of  Johnny  Coble  and  the  pass  catching  of 
ends  Bill  Hunsucker  and  Joe  Oxendine  gave  the  Redskins 
their  first  win  of  the  season,  27-0,  by  downing  a  scrappy 
Newberry  club.  Coble  accounted  for  all  four  of  Catawba's 
touchdowns  with  his  deadly  passing  with  ends  Hunsucker 


and  Oxendine  catching  two  of  the  pigskins  to  score  twice 
each.  The  Braves  wrapped  the  game  up  in  the  first  quarter 
when  they  crossed  the  goal  line  for  two  tallies  and  added 
two  extra  points. 

TRIBE  BEATS  ERSKINE 

Coach  Bob  Spangler's  crew  won  their  first  home  game  of 
the  season  by  beating  the  Erskine  Flying  Fleet,'  2  5-6.  The 
passing  of  Johnny  Coble,  the  running  of  Bob  Linder,  and 
the  defensive  playing  of  Bob  Hamilton,  enabled  the 
Indians  to  score  in  every  quarter  except  the  second. 

Coble  passed  to  Popp  for  two  of  the  touchdowns, 
Linder  bucked  over  for  one,  and  Hamilton  ran  a  blocked 
punt  almost  50  yards  for  the  fourth  tally.  Linder's  run- 
ning was  superb  as  he  accounted  for  150  yards  rushing 
of  Catawba's  total    186  yards. 

INDIANS  BUMP  WEST  CAROLINA 

Catawba  wrapped  up  its  first  conference  victory  of  the 
season  and  their  third  straight  win  as  the  Indians  downed 
West  Carolina  37-7,  in  Asheville.  It  was  the  first  time  in 
the  long  rivalry  between  the  two  schools  that  the  Cata- 
mounts had  ever  scored  on  the  Tribe.  Bob  Linder  crashed 
over  for  three  of  the  touchdowns  with  Oxendine  and 
Popp  accounting  for  the  other  two. 


CATAWBA  SQUEAKS  BY  APPS 

What  probably  proved  to  be  the  most  thrilling  game  of 
the  season  was  the  2-0  licking  that  the  Redskins  eked  out 
on  the  Appalachian  Mountaineers. 

It  was  all  Catawba  in  the  first  half,  but  a  rejuvenated 
Mountaineer  eleven  fought  back  hard  in  the  second  half 
and  missed  several  scoring  opportunities  due  to  the  de- 
fensive play  of  Johnny  Powell,  Gene  Causby,  and  Ronald 
Rigby. 

Over  400  yards  were  racked  up  between  the  two  clubs 
in  rushing.  The  baseball  score  resulted  when  Bill  Stan- 
field  blocked  an  attempted  punt  by  Jack  Groce  and  the 
ball  rolled  into  the  end  zone  with  Groce  falling  on  the 
ball  for  a  safety. 

ELON  PASSES  OVER  INDIANS 

For  Catawba's  second  loss  of  the  year,  the  Elon  Christians 
fired  two  touchdowns  passes  in  the  final  quarter  to  gain 
a  21-14  win  over  the  Indians. 

Elon  scored  all  of  their  touchdowns  on  last  down 
passes  and  broke  the  Tribe's  winning  streak.  The  Chris- 
tians took  the  lead  in  the  second  quarter  with  a  7-0 
margin  but  the  Indians  rebounded  and  scored  twice  in  the 
third  period  to  hold  a  14-7  lead  going  into  the  final 
period  when  Elon  scored  twice.  Bob  Linder  scored  both  of 
Catawba's  TD's. 

VMI  GETS  34-14  REVENGE 

Virginia  Military  KeydetS,  seeking  revenge  for  the  14-13 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Indians  in  the  previous  year, 
overran  the  Indians,  34-14,  in  one  of  the  roughest  battles 
ever  played  at  Shuford  Field.  The  outclassed  Catawbans 
were  no  match  for  the  Southern  Conference  leaders  as 
VMI  scored  in  all  four  quarters.  Catawba's  scoring  came 


in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  when  Joe  Popp  and  Joe 
Oxendine  tucked  in  passes  from  Johnny  Coble  and  raced 
over  for  the  tallies. 

BLUE  HOSE  DOWNS  CATAWBA 

Presbyterian  College  handed  the  Indians  their  third  straight 
loss  after  they  had  won  four  straight,  when  they  came  out 
on  top  of  a  20-7  game  played  in  South  Carolina.  The 
Indians  rang  up  their  only  touchdown  of  the  game  when 
"Lope"  Linder  cracked  over  center  and  was  followed  by 
Johnny  Coble's  conversion. 

CATAWBA  WINS  OVER  GUILFORD 

In  their  final  home  game  of  the  season,  Catawba  set  the 
Guilford  Quakers  back,  20-14,  in  a  replica  of  the  Elon 
game.  Bob  Linder  bucked  over  for  all  three  of  Catawba's 
touchdowns.  It  was  his  TD  in  the  waning  minutes  of  the 
final  quarter  that  gave  the  win  to  the  Tribe. 

Even  though  the  Indians  outplayed  the  Quakers  in 
every  department,  there  was  only  a  small  margin  of  dif- 
ferences in  the  caliber  of  play  of  the  two  clubs. 

CATAWBA  LOSES  TO  LENOIR  RHYNE 

Lenoir  Rhyne  won  the  Thanksgiving  Day  game  by  soundly 
thrashing  the  Indians  33-13  in  Hickory.  It  was  the  first 
time  in  the  long  series  between  the  two  schools  that  the 
Bears  have  beaten  Catawba  on  the  former's  home  grounds. 

The  running  of  the  Robinson  twins,  Gene  and  Jerry, 
and  Steve  Trudnak,  was  too  much  for  the  Indians  as  they 
took  it  on  the  thin  tor  their  second  conference  loss  of  the 
season.  The  win  gave  the  North  State  Championship  to 
the  Bears  who  went  on  to  win  in  the  Pythian  Bowl, 

Joe  Popp  and  Bob  Linder  carried  the  oval  across  once 
each  for  the  Indians.

The  1952  basketball  season  at  Catawba  has  been 
one  of  the  most  surprising  seasons  in  the  history 
of  the  school.  While  the  team  has  accounted  for 
what  is  the  poorest  cage  record  in  their  history, 
they  have  established  an  all-time  scoring  mark  by 
averaging  well  over  70  points  per  game. 

In  the  absence  of  Basketball  Coach  Earl  B.  Ruth, 
who  is  receiving  his  doctor's  degree  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina,  Coach  Bob  Spangler 
took  over  the  reins  and  has  headed  the  club  this 
season.
